pie  of  unclean  lips ;  for  my  eyes  have  seen  the  King,  the 
Lord  of  Hosts  !”  Hear  that  man  saying  that  he  is  perfect, 
that  he  is  pure  from  his  sins.  Is  he  I  I  ask  again.  Is  he  7 
I  doubt  that  man.  What !  When  Isaiah  had  but  a  glimpse 
of  God,  and  of  heaven,  it  was  so  holy  that  he  was  over¬ 
whelmed,  he  could  not  endure  it,  his  self-abasement  was  so 
great  that  until  an  angel  took  a  live  coal  from  ofl'  the  altar 
and  touched  his  lips,  and  assured  him  his  sins  were  forgiven, 
he  was  in  despair. 


church,  when  they  appear  to  Mm  to  be  doing  pretty  well. — 
The  reason  why  be  docs  not  think  the  church  is  cold  is  that 
he  is  cold  hiiuself,  and  he  does  not  feel  his  own  state 
because  ke  does  not  judge  by  the  right  standard,  or  be 
does  not  look  at  his  life.  If  a  man  shuts  his  eyes,  he 
does  not  see  the  defilement  on  his  person,  and  may  think  he 
is  clean,  while  to  all  around  he  appears  to  be  loathsome.  1 
have  always  observed  this  to  be  true,  that  when  persons  arc 
making,  in  reality,  the  most  rapid  ailvances  in  holiness,  they 
have  ike  mostde^sing  views  of  themBelves,and  the  humblest 
sens*  of  their  state.  1  do  not  mean,  that  tlipse  a^ho  under¬ 
stand  the  subject,  and  who  know  what  are  evidences  of 
growth  in  grace,  may  not  by  reasoning  come  to  the  conclu¬ 
sion  that  they  are  growing  in  grace.  But  that,  if  they  should 
determine  simply  by  their  feelings,  if  they  should  not  reason 
on  the  subject,  they  would  come  to  the  conclusion  that  they 
were  growing  worse  and  worse.  Individuals  who  were  ma¬ 
king  rapid  progress  hove  often  felt  so,  because  they  saw  more 
and  more  clearly  the  standard  with  which  they  are  to  com¬ 
pare  themselves.  But  yet,  if  they  utrderstand  well  what 
growth  in  grace  is,  and  what  are  the  evidences  of  it,  when 
they  set  themselves  down  to  reason  about  the  matter,  they 
may  become  convinced  that  tiuy  art  growing  in  grace,  al¬ 
though  at  the  same  time  they  will  feel  more  and  more  hum¬ 
bled  under  a  sense  of  their  sins. 

III.  I  will  mention  some  things  that  are  evidences  of  growth 
in  grac  . 

1.  When  an  individual  finds  he  has  more  singleness  of 
heart  a  .d  more  purity  of  motive  in  his  r.onduct,  it  is  evidence 
tltat  he  ;8  growing  in  grace.  I  will  explain  what  1  mean. 
Even  religious  men  are  apt  to  be  influenced  in  their  conduct 
by  a  V8  iety  of  motives,  and  some  of  them  may  Ire  merely 
selfish.  These  motives  together  make  up  the  complex  whole 
that  influences  the  individual  to  do  a  certain  act.  For  in¬ 
stance,  suppose  a  man  is  asked  to  give  money  to  build  a 
church  in  some  particular  place.  He  may  have  a  variety 
of  reasons  for  doing  it.  He  may  wish  to  sec  a  more  respect¬ 
able  house  there  on  some  account,  or  it  may  be  so  located 
that  if  built  it  will  increase  the  value  of  his  property,  or  he 
wishes  to  be  thought  liberal,  or  it  may  be  an  object  with  him 
to  obtain  the  favor  of  that  church  and  people.  All  or  any  of 
these  may  have  some  influence  in  determining  his  mind,  and 
still,  after  all,  a  motive  of  greater  weight  than  the  whole  may 
be  o  desire  to  save  souls  and  to  build  up  the  kingilom  of  God. 
Here  it  is  easy  to  see  that  some  of  the  considerations  which 
make  up  the  complex  whole,  are  selfish,  and  so  far  are  wrong 
and  wicked.  Now  sinners  arc  only  selfish  in  all  that  they 
do.  And  when  men  are  converted,  although  their  leading 
object  then  is  to  glorify  Gotl  arwl  save  fouls,  yet  when  they 
arc  young  in  the  Christian  life,  and  weak  in  religion,  igno¬ 
rance  and  the  force  of  habit  will  still  keep  them  more  or  less 
under  the  influence  of  private  considerations,  and  they  will 
be  exceedingly  apt  to  perform  right  things  from  wrong  mo¬ 
tives.  To  grow  in  grace  is  to  grow  in  purity  of  motive,  more

Victory  will  eome  at  last,  if  you  are  thorongh.  But  there  is 
no  other  way  to  get  the  upper  hand  of  your  evil  propensitie# 
If  you  indulge  the  feeling,  you  are  just  as  certainly  muted,  as 
a  man  who  kidlNiquor  is  sure  to  become  a  drankani,  if  ht  : 
continues  to  drink.  If  he  does  not  deny  himself  of  ewy 
thing  that  can  intoxicate  or  excite  his  a{^>etite,-he  is  gone.— 
So  with  you,  if  you  do  not  resist  where  you  are  exposed,  yet 
will  just  ns  surely  go  to  hell  as  there  is  a  hell.  ■ 

5.  Exereiae  decision  of  character.  In  nothing  is  deeisidl^ 
ofcharacter  so  indispensable  as  in  religion.  In  nothing  eU^ 
are  there  so  many  influences  bearing  against  a  man,  and  q|j 
many  things  tliat  are  calculated  to  turn  him  back  from  hy 
purpose.  To  walk  with  God  a  man  must  walk  oonlrai^ 
to  the  course  of  this  world.  He  must  lace  public  sentiment, 
and  fgo  abreast,  not  unfrequently,  of  the  opinions  of  all  tht 
world,  and  nearly  of  aU  the  ehurch.  If  on  the  one  hand,  h* 
can  be  awed  by  opposition,  or  on  the  other  courted  by  smiles 
and  flattery,  he  will  be  certain  not  to  moke  headway,  and 
stem  the  tide  that  is  bearing  him  away  from  Gk>d.  Very  few 
persons  exercise  sufiiicient  decision  to  maintain  a  spirit  ol 
prayer.  No  person  can  enjoy  the  spirit  of  prayer,  who  docs 
not  maintain  a  conscience  void  of  offence,  towards  God  aadj 
man.  He  must  be  willing  to  know,  and  do,  all  his  duty.  If; 
he  draws  back  from  doing  what  be  sees  to  be  duty,  or  if  ks 
neglects  to  search  and  know  what  his  duty  is,  be  cannot  en¬ 
joy  the  spirit  ofprayer.  But  most  men  aresomuchthserca- 
turea  of  public  sentiment,  so  easily  debarred  by  enemies,  or 
kept  away  from  duty  by  the  flatteries  and  persuasion  of 
friends,  that  they  grieve  the  Spirit  of  God,  get  into  a  temporix- 
ing,  man-pleasing, man-fearing  spirit,  thatdisbonors  God,  and 
freexes  the  soul.  A  man  must  maintain  great  firmness  of 
purpose,  and  great  decision  of  character,  to  be  undeviating 
in  the  performance  of  xeret  duties.  Men  are  so  apt  to  neg- 1 
iect  secret  prayer  and  private  duties,  when  they  do  not  at  ths^ 
time  feel  liks  engaging  in  them,  that  without  uncommon  en¬ 
ergy  of  character,  even  the  form  of  private  duties  will  ke 
more  or  less  punctually  aUended  to,  according  to  the  state  of 
feeling  in  which  the  Christian  finds  himself  at  the  time.

their  temper  rise.  If  they  are  women,  they  fret  at  their  serv¬ 
ants.  Men  fret  at  their  clerks,  or  at  those  who  are  in  their 
employ,  or  they  gel  angry  At  the  government,  go  to  finding 
fault  in  some  way  oi  other  that  shows  they  do  not  watch 
their  temper.  How  can  they  grow  in  grace  1 

(4.)  Pride.  Guard  against  pride  and  vanity  in  all  their 
forms.  Be  very  careful  never  to  purchase  an  article  of  dress, 
or  furniture,  or  any  thing  calculated  to  foster  vanity  in  your 
mind.  Woman,  you  are  going  to  buy  a  bonnet,  be  careful 
not  to  get  one  tliat  will  make  you  think  of  it  when  you  wear 
it.  Alas  !  how  much  pains  some  people  take  to  foster  their 
own  bad  passions.  The  devil  might  go  to  sleep,  in  regard 
to  some  Christians;  li«  has  no  need  to  lie  in  wait  to  tempt 
them,  they  tempt  themselves,  they  are  doing  the  very  things 
that  are  calculated  lo  puff  them  up  with  pride.  Such  fool¬ 
ishness  is  enough  to  make  them  the  ridicule  of  Satan.  Young 
females,  young  men,  be  careful,  watch  against  this.  In  how 
many  places  has  this  been  the  history.  During  the  winter 
a  revival,  many  converted,  all  engaged  ;  spring  comes,  and 
somebody  sets  them  all  agog  for  some  new  fashion,  and  theti 
where  is  your  prayer  meetings  7  Here  are  these  young  con¬ 
verts  taken  in  the  snare,  and  all  gone  off  to  worship  the  god¬ 
dess  of  fiishion. 

(5.)  Selfishness  in  all  its  forms.  Here  is  the  great  root  of 
all  the  difficulty.  This  is  tlie  foundation,  the  fountain,  the 
substance  and  sum  total  of  all  the  iniquity  under  heaven. 
W atcli  here,  look  out  constantly,  sec  where  self  comes  out  in 
your  conduct,  anil  there  set  a  guard.  If  you  are  making  a 
bargain,  sec  to  it  that  you  do  not  act  from  selfish  motives. 
Deal  just  as  you  would  do  if  you  were  dying.  Do  as  you 
would  be  done  by. 

If  you  find  you  are  disjiosed  to  act  selfishly,  shut  down 
the  gate,  stop  there.  If  you  are  a’xiut  to  deal  in  any  other 
way  than  you  would  if  God  stood  visibly  before  you— 
STOP.  The  devil  is  in  that  bargain.  You  never  will  grow 
in  grace  unless  you  are  exceedingly  on  your  guard  against 
self  in  your  bargains.  If  you  find  this  mighty  self  coming 
in  to  interfere,  bid  him  to  stand  away.  “Stand  away,  self, 
you  are  not  lo  s{ieak  here,  I  am  doing  business  for  God.” 
You  cannot  grow  in  grace,  until  you  stop  the  mouth  of  this 
“  self.” 

(6)  Sloth.  This  is  an  evil,  great  enough  to  ruin  the  world. 
How  many  converts  stop  and  decline  by  sloth.  In  plain 
terms,  they  get  lazy.  Like  idle  servants,  they  saunter  about 


This  is  the  natural  result  of  having  n 
clear  view  of  God.  It  makes  a  person  sink  down  in  self- 
abasement  ^/aiccr,  ami  i.owr.R,  and  LOWER,  so  that  when  he 
comes  into  the  presence  ot  God,  he  wants  to  find  a  jilace  so 
infinitely  low  before  God,  words  cannot  express  it. 

Beloved,  do  you  know  any  thing  of  this  7  Do  you  grow 
in  grace  in  this  sort  7  Do  you  feel  day  by  day  us  if  you 
wanted  to  get  lower  and  lower  in  the  dust  before  God  7 — 
Have  you  ever  felt  so  that  you  could  say  in  truth,  as  Presi¬ 
dent  Eldwaids  did:  “O  that  I  could  get  infinitely  low  before 
Got!  !” 

6.  An  increased  abhorrence  of  sin  is  another  mark  of  growth 
in  grace.  When  a  person  feels  day  by  day  less  and  less  dis¬ 
posed  to  compromise  with  sin,  with  uny  sin,  in  himself  or  in 
others,  it  is  a  sign  that  he  is  growing  in  grace.  Is  it  so  with 
you,  beloved  7  Have  you  daily  less  and  less  fellowship  with 
sin  in  all  shapes,  in  Y'OURSELF  and  in  others  7  Do  you 
feel  more  ns  God  feels  towards  sin  7 

7.  He  who  grows  in  grace  has  less  relish  for  the  world.— 
He  has  less  and  less  desire  fur  its  wealth,  its  honors,  its 
pleasures.  A  desire  for  these  things  has  less  and  less  influ¬ 
ence,  as  a  motive,  in  liis  mind.  He  seeks  wealth  and  honor 
anly  as  instruments  of  glorifying  God  and  of  doing  good  to 
men. 

A  person  who  is  growing  in  grace  becomes  less  fond  of 
worldly  company  and  worldly  conversation,  and  reading 
worldly  books,  or  newspapers.  You  sec  a  growing  Chris¬ 
tian  engaged  in  holiness,  and  you  will  find  he  cares  very  lit¬ 
tle  for  intelligence  of  uny  kind,  unless  it  has  a  bearing  some 
way  or  other,  upon  the  kingdom  of  God.  You  will  find  him 
rather  seeking  after  the  most  spiritual  things  he  can  get  hold 
of.  He  will  seize  hold  of  the  most  spiritual  books  to  read. — 
Hewill  love  the  company  and  conversation  of  the  most  spir¬ 
itual  Christians.  He  will  relish,  and  if  possible  attend  the 
nioet  pungent,  and  searching  spiritual  preaching. 

8.  Increasing  delight  in  the  fellowship  of  the  saints,  is 
another  evidence  of  growth  in  grace.  The  growing  Chris¬ 
tian  loves  to  unite  with  others  in  acts  of  devotion,  and  other 
religious  exercises,  and  loves  to  enjoy  religious  intercourse. 
Do  you  know  what  this  is,  beloved  7  Do  you  increase  in 
this  7 

9.  He  who  grows  in  grace  finds  it  more  and  more  easy  to 
exercise  a  forgiving  spirit,  and  to  pray  for  his  enemies. — 
There  is  nothing  in  which  men,  who  are  in  their  natural 
state,  more  resemble  the  devil,  than  in  their  harboring  angry 
and  revengeful  feelings  toward  those  who  have  injured 
them.  A  young  convert  often  finds  it  hard  to  forgive. — 
When  he  feels  himself  injured,  very  often  he  finds  he  cannot 
pray.  That  wrong  comes  right  up  before  his  mind,  and  he 
cannot  pray.  Now  if  he  lets  it  rankle  in  his  bosom,  till  he 
gets  angry,  it  is  most  likely  he  will  backslide.  He  does  not 
mean  to  be  angry,  but  if  he  does  not  heartily  forgive  the  one 
that  he  thinks  has  done  him  wrong,  it  will  run  on  till  dark¬ 
ness  fills  his  soul,  and  his  revengeful  feelings  will  destroy  his 
religion.  If  a  person  is  growing  in  grace,  he  will  find  it 
more  and  more  easy  to  forgive.  He  will  find  that  he  is  less 
apt  to  lay  up  any  thing  against  another,  and  that  it  costs 
him  less  trouble  to  get  over  supposed  injuries,  so  as  to  be 
able  to  pray.  Do  you  find  this  to  be  so,  you  who  hear  me 
to  night ;  is  it  easier  for  you  to  forgive — can  you  forgive  the 
greatest  injuries  at  once,  so  that  nothing  of  the  kind  can  come 
up  between  you  and  God,  to  hinder  your  prayers  7 

10.  Growing  more  charitable,  is  an  evidence  of  growth  in 
grace.  I  do  not  mean  by  charitable,  that  he  should  be  more 
ready  to  believe  every  body  a  Christian  who  professes  to  be 
so.  But  he  is  more  ready  to  ascrilie  a  person’s  conduct  to 
mistake,  or  misapprehension,  or  some  other  cause,  than 
to  direct  evil  intention.  Nothing  more  satisfactorily  shows  the 
Christian.  If  you  find  an  individual  Inclined  to  put  the 
best  construction  on  actions,  whenever  they  are  susceptible

Meekness  is  patience  under  injuries.  If  a  man  suffers  him¬ 
self  to  be  fretted  by  opposition,  nml  thrown  into  a  passion 
by  olieUcIes  that  are  tlirown  in  his  way,  he  may  rest  assu¬ 
red  that  SaUn  will  manage  to  keep  him  in  such  a  state  of 
mind,  that  be  will  by  no  means  grow  in  grace.  A  want  of 
meekness  is  a  sad  defect  in  Christian  character.  A  spirit  to 
resent  every  thing  is  extremely  unlovely,  unchrist-like,  and 
wicked.  And  perhaps  tliere  are  few  things  that  moreidiaarm 
professors  of  religion,  and  nullify  their  influence  as  Chris¬ 
tiana,  than  a  disposition  to  fret.  If  a  Christian  does  hisduty, 
he  must  take  it  for  granted  that  he  will  meet  with  opposition. 
And  as  long  as  the  church  is  in  such  a  state  as  it  now  is 
be  must  expect  often  lo  receive  the  most  determined  opposi¬ 
tion  from  those  flrom  whom  much  better  things  ought  to 
have  been  expected.  In  such  cases,  he  must  learn  topossess 

his  soul  in  patience,  and  let  patience  have  its  perfect  work. _ 

When  he  is  reviled,  he  must  learn  not  to  revile  again.  And 
if  he  is  persecuted,  to  threaten  not. 

Many  individuals  seem  to  attach  great  importance  to  their 
own  reputation,  and  suppose  themselves  obliged  to  defend 
their  character,  for  the  honor  of  religion.  I  am  afraid  of  this 
spirit.  It  seems  to  me  exceedingly  unlike  the  spirit  of  Christ, 
who  made  himself  of  NO  REPUTATION.  He  was  revil¬ 
ed  and  slandered,  and  all  manner  of  evil  spoken  against 
him,  and  yet  he  seems  to  have  manifested  no  disposition  to 
spend  his  time  in  going  about,  hunting  up  the  authors  of 
those  slanders.  He  never  acted  as  if  he  supposed  that  his 
honor,  or  the  success  of  his  gospel,  required  him  to  do  sa— 
And  why  the  servant  should  be  thought  above  his  master  1 
do  not  know. 

y.  I  will  mention  some  things  that  are  evidences  of  de¬ 
clension. 

Those  of  yon  who  were  present  at  the  last  lecture  will  re- 
colleet  that  I  preashed  on  backsliding,  and  in  the  course  of 
it  mentioned  several  things  that  are  evidences  of  backsliding, 
or  declension.  I  will  now  mention  several  others,  that  ought 
to  be  kept  in  view,  as  tvidences  of  declension. 

1.  The  person  who  grows  wrary  of  being  asked  to  giva 
for  promoting  the  kingdom  of  Christ,  is  evidently  declining. 
He  says,  “  Now  I  think  I  have  given  about  enough,  then 
seems  to  be  no  end  lo  it,  and  I  mean  to  stop ;  there  are  so 
many  agents  constantly  begging,  it  is  time  to  break  it  up.” 
You  hear  a  man  talk  in  that  style,  depend  upon  it  he  is  »:ttvyr 
a  hypocrite,  and  has  never  given  from  right  motives  at  ail, 
or  he  is  a  backslider,  and  is  declining  rapidly  in  piety.  It 
is  plain  that  where  a  man  gives  from  right  motives,  the  more 
he  gives,  the  more  he  loves  to  give.  This  holds  just  as  tint 
in  regard  to  giving,  as  praying.  If  you  find  a  man  sick  of 
giv  ing  to  promote  the  kingdom  of  Christ,  are  you  to  call  that 

I  man  pious  7  Suppose  he  should  get  sick  of  praying,  and  say, 
i  “  There  is  no  end  to  this,  I  may  as  well  stop  first  as  l«t.  for 
*  if  I  go  on  in  this  way,  by  and  by  I  shall  have  to  pray  all  the 
time.”  Would  any  body  pretend  to  give  him  the 
of  a  pious  man  7

2.  An  individual  who  grows  in  grace  is  more  and  more 
actuated  by  principle,  and  less  and  less  by  emotion.  I  do 
not  mean  that  such  a  person  has  less  feeling,  but  that  he  acts 
less  under  the  influence  of  feeling  or  emotion.  He  does 
things  less  because  he  feels  so,  and  more  because  it  is  right. 
By  principle  I  do  not  mean  a  seed,  or  sprout  or  root,  or  any 
thing  created  and  put  into  the  soul.  It  is  all  contemptible 
nonsense  to  talk  about  such  kind  of  holiness,  or  such  a  prin¬ 
ciple  as  that.  By  principle  in  contradistinction  from  feeling 
or  emotion,  I  mean  a  controlling  determination  uf  the  mind 
to  do  right. 

Young  converts  are  seldom  actuated  at  first  so  much  by 
principle,  but  are  borne  along  by  the  tide  of  their  feelings,  and 
unless  they  feel  deeply,  it  is  sometimes  difficult  to  get  them  to 
act  as  they  ought.  But  if  they  grow  in  grace,  they  will  learn 
to  go  forward,  and  obey  the  commandments  of  God,  what¬ 
ever  their  feelings  may  be.  Young  converts  are  apt  to  im¬ 
agine  that  all  religion  consists  in  emotion  or  feeling,  and 
that  whatever  regard  a  man  may  have  to  the  authority  of 
God,  however  much  regard  he  may  have  to  what  isrigkt, 
still  his  conduct  is  not  acceptable  unless  it  be  done  under 
the  full  tide  of  emotion.

If  you  are  tempted  to  indulge  'a  worldly  spirit,  pour  out 
more  and  more,  give  often,  give  liberally,  give  heartily,  boun¬ 
tifully,  increase  your  gifts,  give  to  every  object,  give  away 
every  thing  you  have  on  earth,  if  that  is  necessary  to  knock 
on  the  head  this  hateful  spirit.  Relieve  yourself  from  the 
temptation  lo  hoard  up  the  wealth  of  this  world.  Carry  this 
out,  and  you  will  find  that  the  more  you  give,  the  more  you 
gain  advantage,  and  your  soul  will  grow  in  grace. 

(‘2)  Suppose  you  are  in  danger  of  being  flattered  and  lifted 
up  with  pride.  As  a  reasonable  being,  you  are  bound  to 
know  this,  and  be  on  your  guard.  There  is  a  woman  who 
has  a  husband,  doting  on  her,  and  wants  to  dress  her  up  like 
a  graven  image  and  worship  her.  Be  firm  and  say,  “lam 
not  going  to  be  worshiped.  I  worship  God  myself,  and  will 
not  be  an  idol  for  man.”  I  have  known  some  Christian 


you  know  this  7  Do  you  feci  it  less  and  less  painful  to  con¬ 
fess  a  fault!  There  is  no  man  who  knows  his  own  heart, 
that  has  not  found  a  struggle  necessary  to  bring  his  mind  to 
confess  to  individuals.  A  man  can  confess  to  God,  but  many 
cannot  without  a  struggle  confess  a  fault  to  a  friend,  or  a 
servant,  or  an  enemy.  But  as  he  grows  in  grace,  he  will 
become  ready  to  confess,  if  he  has  done  wrong,  to  any  body, 
yes,  to  the  entire  universe.  If  he  is  perfectly  humble,  he  will 
be  willing  to  confess,  if  all  the  universe  should  hear.  If  you 
cannot  do  this,  be  sure  you  are  not  growing  in  grace,  if  you 
have  any  grace. 

15.  Growing  in  grace  raises  a  person  more  and  more  above 
the  world.  The  growing  saint  regards  less  and  less  either 
the  good  or  ill  opinions  of  men.  He  feels  that  it  is  of  little 
importance,  only  as  it  may  affect  his  usefulness.  I  do  not 
mean  by  this,  that  a  person  should  have  a  proud  contempt 
for  the  opinions  of  his  fellow  men.  He  may  feel  and  mani¬ 
fest  this,  and  instead  of  having  more  evidence  of  weaiiedness 
from  the  world,  he  will  have  evidence  of  his  consummate 
pride.  But  if  a  person  is  growing  in  grace,  only  let  him  see 
his  DUTY,  and  he  will  not  turn  aside  although  public  opin¬ 
ion  should  be  all  against  him.  He  will  not  do,  or  omit  to 
do,  any  thing,  but  from  a  regard  to  the  glory  of  God.  The 
frowns  or  tlie  flatteries  of  the  world  will  not  betaken  into  the 
account  wlien  he  sees  his  duty.  It  is  amusing  to  see  how 
much  of  what  appears  to  be  religion,  is,  after  all,  a  mere  obse¬ 
quious  yielding  to  public  opinion,  instead  of  yielding  obedi¬ 
ence  to  Gfod.  ~ 


saints  will  feel  constantly,  more  and  more,  how  much  they 
deserve  to  be  sent  to  hell  fur  their  wickedness.  As  they  see 
the  development  of  God’s  government,  and  the  displays  of 


his  infinite  goodness,  they  will  be  more  and  more  impelled  to 
exclaim,  “O  how  wicked  I  was,  what  an  infinite  wretch, 
how  much  I  deserve  to  lie  in  bell  rather  than  in  heaven.”  It 
is  so  here  in  this  world.  Growing  Christians  more  and 
more  lotlie  their.selves,  and  wonder  how  God  could  have  spar¬ 
ed  such  wretches.  Job,  when  he  was  in  darkness,  justified 
himself  throughout.  He  declared  that  his  prayer  was  pure, 
and  that  he  did  not  deserve  these  calamities.  And  God  had 
said  he  was  a  perfect  and  an  upright  man.  He  did  not  mean 
that  Job  was  perfectly  sinless,  for  it  was  not  true  that  lie  was 
perfect  in  this  sense.  But  God  meant  to  say,  he  was  sincere. 
That  is  the  meaning  of  tlie  wonl  perfect  here.  And  it  is 
generally  the  meaning  in  the  Bible.  He  meant  to  say  that 
Job  was  honest  in  religion.  Job  remained  in  this  darkness 
and  all  the  while  justifying  himself,  for  a  long  time,  but  by 
and  by  he  had  clear  views  oi  God,  and  all  hit  self-jiutifica- 


aa  if  yon  were  the  only  individtud  in  the  world  in  that  con¬ 
dition. 

3.  Find  out  the  point  where  you  began  to  decline.  See 
what  was  the  firat  cauae  of  you  boekaliding,  and  give  that 
up.  You  will  often  find  tkia  first  emise  where  you  did  act 
expect  it,  in  aoma  thinga  that  you  called  a  littla  matter,  or 
that  you  tried  to  make  youraelf  bdieve  waa  not  a  tin.  Mnl- 
titudea  hava  been  kept  dowa  in  ^  way,  and  perhaps  have 
been  trying  bard  for  aanetlAeatien  while  holding  on  teaome 
darling  idol  MraMnoaiMnal  indulgence.

Using  some  soft  ^’ord, 
calling  it  a  comfort  or  a  medicine,  or  even  boiidziiig  it  l»)  a 
Christian  name,  and  calling  it  a  blessing  of  Piwidi  ni-e,  will 
not  answer.  God  does  not  call  it  so.  How  many 
themselves  in  a  stale  of  decline  andjiretend  noitoknow 
why  it  is  so  i  “  O,  no,  I  cannot  tell  why  I  should  be  so  long 
in  the  dark when  they  are  laying  out  God's  money  to 
indulge  their  own  appetite  or  pride.  God  will  always  hold 
them  at  arm’s  length,  and  will  frown  upon  them  when  they 
pray,  unless  they  search  out  and  remove  the  cause  of  their 
declension. 

4.  Give  up  your  idols.  Whatever  you  find  occupies  your 

and  calls  you  off  from  serving  God,  get  rid  of  it,  if 
you  can.  If  it  is  any  article  of  property,  dispose  of  it  in 
some  way,  give  it  away,  sell  it,  burn  it,  away  with  it,  rathei 
than  have  it  stand  between  you  and  God. 

5.  Be  careful  to  apply  afresh  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  for 

pardon  and  peace  with  God.  Go  to  him  just  aa  you  did  at 
first,  as  a  guilty,  condemned  sinner,  more  deserving  of  hell 
than  ever.  Apply  to  this  foiinUin,  which  is  set  open  in  Je- 
ruaaleni  to  wash  in.  Confess  your  sins  fully,  and  forsake 
them,  and  thus  return  to  Gk)d,  and  he  will  have  mercy  on 
you,  and  will  heal  your  backslklings,  and  remember  your 
iniquities  no  more.  _ 

^  remarks. 

1.  There  is  no  suchthing  as  standing  still  in  religion. 

People  talk  as  if  religion  was  aomelhing  they  could  cover 

up  and  keep,  just  as  people  cover  up  fire  to  keep  k  when  they 
want  to  go  to  sleep,  and  then  when  they  wake  up  in  the 
morning,  find  a  good  bed  of  coals  all  ready  to  kindle  up 
again.  This  is  all  a  mistaken  idea.  Religion  is  not  such  a 
kind  of  thing  as  they  suppose.  Religion  consists  in  obedi¬ 
ence  to  God.  And  when  a  man  has  no  obedience  he  has  no 
ligion. 

2.  The  idea  that  persons  grow  in  grace  during  seasons  of 
declension,  is  abominable.  I  have  often  lieanl  people  say 
that  it  is  necessary  that  revivals  should  pass  away,  in  order 
to  give  religion  time  to  take  deep  nxM.  Notliing  ^  be 
more  ridiculous  than  to  suppose  a  person  can  be  making  ad¬ 
vances  in  religion,  when  in  a  state  of  declension.  Tlieir 
whole  progress  is  the  other  way. 

3.  There  are  but  few  persons  that  do  grow  in  grace. 

It  is  astonishing  to  see  how  little  the  generality  of  profess¬ 
ors  grow  in  grace.  I  have  no  doubt,  Uiat  if  pcrtMins  would 
do  as  they  might,  and  give  the  attention  toil  iltat  they  ought, 
the  generality  of  professors  might  grow  more  in  six  months 
than  they  now  do  in  all  their  lives.  They  might  do  more  to 
counteract  and  remove  all  that  is  bad  and  to  cultivate  all  that 
is  good.  One  great  reason  why  people  do  not  grow  in  grace 
is  the  erroneous  idea  they  have  of  religion  itself.  Religion 
has  been  too  much  looked  upon  as  something  separate  from 
obedience  to  God.  And  hence  people  set  themselves  down  in 
inaction,  and  wait  for  God  to  do  a  work  in  them,  instead  of 
setting  themselves  at  work  to  obey  God.  This  notion  of 
physical  depravity,  and  physical  regeneration,  and  physical 
sanctification  is  the  great  curse  of  tlie  church.  It  leads 
Christians  astray,  and  hinders  their  growth  in  grace.  How 
many,  instead  of  setting  themselves  resolutely  to  obey  God, 
and  setting  their  faces  as  a  ^nt  against  all  sin,  with  a  deter¬ 
mination  to  break  up  all  old  habits  and  associations,  by  re¬ 
peated  acts  of  resistance,  passively  commit  themselves  to  the 
stream,  and  expect  to  be  wafted  home  to  glor)'  in  this  lazy 
way,  without  the  trouble  of  a  conflict. 

5.  We  see  the  gre.it  fault  of  ministers. 

How  much  they  are  to  blame.  How  little  pains  they  take 
to  train  up  young  converts.  Go  now  over  the  ground  where 
there  have  been  some  of  the  greatest  revivals,  and  what  will 
you  see  1  Instead  of  finding  the  young  converts  built  up  in 
their  most  holy  faith,  growing  in  grace,  and  adorning  the 
doctrine  of  God  our  Savior,  you  hear  all,  old  and  young, 
complaining  of  general  coldness. 

“  O  it  is  a  lime  of  great  stupidity,  our  church  seem  to  be 
fast  asleep,  I  do  not  know  what  we  are  coming  to.”  Where¬ 
as,  if  ministers  had  only  gone  to  work,  when  there  was  a  re¬ 
vival,  and  when  young  converts  were  brought  in  had  train¬ 
ed  them  up  to  work,  taught  them  how  to  grow  in  grace,  point¬ 
ed  out  their  dangers,  rebuked  their  sins  in  season  and  in  love, 
they  might  still  have  been  growing  Christians,  an  honor  to 
Christ,  and  the  strength  of  the  cause,  and  the  revival  might 
have  been  prolonged,  and  souls  converted,  to  this  day.  Now 
where  is  their  blood,  and  at  whose  hands  will  it  be  required  1 
One  great  reason  why  ministers  do  so  little  to  make  young 
converU  grow  in  grace,  is  because  they  grow  so  little  in 
grace  themselves.  I  say  it  in  kindness,  but  myduty  requires 
that  I  should  say  it  plainly  to  my  bretliren.  Their  studies 
are  intellectual,  and  of  course  their  progress  is  intellectual, 
and  they  do  not  grow  in  grace,  as  it  is  necessary  they  should, 
in  order  to  lead  the  church  forward  in  Christian  experience. 
They  do  not  go  into  the  subject  at  all  lengths  so  that  they 
can  come  forth  from  the  very  depths  of  spiritual  experience, 
and  teach  the  church. 

6.  Unless  ministers  grow  in  grace,  it  is  impossible  for  the 
church  to  grow.  Ministers  may  preach  the  truth,  but  they 
wiH  not  enter  into  the  experience  of  Christians,  so  as  to  meet 
their  wants,  or  tell  them  what  to  do  in  their  various  spiritual 
circumstances,  or  warn  them  of  their  danger,  or  tell  them 
how  to  meet  or  escape  it.  The  minister  must  have  experi¬ 
ence,  or  he  will  be  a  blind  leader  of  the  blind. 

7.  Great  pains  should  be  taken  by  young  ministers  to  grow 
in  grace. 

I  have  found  that  many  young  men  have  been  stopped 
from  entering  on  a  preparation  for  the  ministry  by  witness¬ 
ing  the  experience  of  others  in  this  respect.  Others  have 
been  driven  to  the  conviction  that  they  must  stop  studying  or 
lose  their  pitey.  There  is  no  need  of  this,  if  they  would  start 
right.  O  that  I  could  make  all  young  men  hear  this.  There 
is  no  necessity  that  young  men,  preparing  for  the  ministry, 
should  decline.  And  yet  how  many  do  we  find,  that  come 
out  of  college  with  hearts  as  hard  as  the  college  walls,  and 
by  the  time  tliey  are  through  the  seminary,  their  piety  is  well 
nigh  all  gone.  They  may  keep  up  certain  appearances  be¬ 
cause  they  are  ministers,  when  it  is  manifest  to  all  that  their 
piety  is  nearly  extinct.  This  is  a  grievous  thing,  but  it 
needs  to  be  told.  If  I  could  come  in  contact  with  the  young 
men  preparing  for  the  ministry,  and  found  them  not  growing 
in  grace,  I  would  advise  them,  by  all  means  to  stop  studying, 
and  give  up  all  idea  of  entering  the  ministry,  unless  they 
would  recover  their  spirit  of  growing  piety.  They  will 
vnly  do  hurt.  They  are  worse  than  no  ministers.  They 
(viU  lead  the  church  back,  rather  than  forward.  The  church 
will  follow  the  minister,  and  if  the  minister  leads  them  back 
from  God,  they  had  better  have  no  minister.  The  churches 
roust  be  on  their  guard  against  this  evil.  I  would  tell  young 
roen,  firmly  but  kindly,  not  to  be  ministers,  unless  they  are 
growing  Christians. 

When  Christians  generally  shall  feel  this,  and  shall  watch 
over  young  men,  and  when  young  men  shall  feel  this  watch 
of  the  church  in  every  step  of  their  path,  presting  them 
up  to  duty,  and  urging  them  to  be  holy,  then  there  will  be  a 
set  of  ministers  to  convert  the  world.  And  not  until  then. — 
As  long  as  the  great  effort  is  to  give  young  men  intellectual 
strength,  to  the  almost  entire  neglect  of  cultivating  their  mor¬ 
al  feelings,  the  church  never  can  convert  the  world.  Do  you 
gee  in  our  seminaries  any  great  effort  to  cultivate  the  moral 
fviclings  of  young  men  1  I  appeal  to  every  young  man  who 
has  bren  there.  The  race  is  an  intellectual  one.  Tlw  excite¬ 
ment,  the  zeal,  are  all  for  the  intellect.  The  young  man  wh« 
enters  the  lists,  from  the  nature  of  the  case  soon  loses  the  firm 
tone  of  spirituality.  And  if  he  dues  not  take  the  alarm  in 
in  time,  and  break  up  his  habits,  he  will  lose  his  piety.  His 
intellect  improves,  and  his  heart  lies  waste.  While  in  col 
lege,  he  is  sensible  that  he  does  not  feel  right,  but  he  says  to 
himself,  “  When  1  c«me  to  study  theology,  then  I  shall  wake 
up  and  be  all  piety. 

But  alas  !  when  he  comes  to  take  up  theology  in  a  cold  ab¬ 
stract  way  he  finds  his  spirituality  as  little  promoted  at  if 
he  was  studying  Euclid.  Then  he  goes  on,  learns  to  write 
a  pretty  sermon,  and  to  stand  and  gesture  according  to  rule, 
and  preach  his  cold,  formal  writing,  that  has  no  more  of  God 
in  it  than  the  molten  calf.  The  reason  is,  he  has  no  Holy 
Ghost.  God  is  not  with  him,  nor  is  it  possible  that  he  should 
be,  when  he  has  more  brains  than  heart.  How  can  such  a 
ministry  convert  the  world  '•  There  must  be  a  general  un¬ 
derstanding  on  this  subject.  The  Education  Society  must 
see  to  it,  the  ministers  must  see  to  it,  the  churches  must  seeto 
it,  young  men  themselves  must  see  to  it,  and  must  be  made 
to  ii^  that  the  church  has  her  eye  on  tliem  and  f.xpeci$  them 
to  maintain  deep  piety,  or  the  world  never  can  be  converted 
7.  It  is  just  as  indispensable  in  promoting  a  revival,  to 
preach  to  the  church,  and  make  them  grow  in  grace,  as  it  is 
to  preach  to  sinners  and  make  them  submit  to  God.  Many 
seem  to  think  that  if  they  can  only  get  people  converted,  the 
whole  ground  is  gained,  and  that  they  will  grow  in  grace  of 
course,  without  any  special  aid.  But  the  fact  is,  that  yeung 
converts  will  no  more  grow  in  grace  without  being  properly 
preached  to,  than  sinners  will  turn  to  Gkid  without  being 
preached  to.  The  truth,  in  the  bands  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  is 
just  as  essential  to  the  one  sa  to  the  other.  If  he  converts 
sinner,  it  is  by  employing  troths  preached,  which  are  adapted  to 
that.  And  if  he  causes  a  convert  to  grow  in  grace,  he  must 
employ  truths  preached,  which  ate  adapted  to  that.  The  per 
■everance  of  the  saint  depends  juet  as  entirely  upon  having 
truth  adapted  to  hie  state,  as  the  rqwofuiceofasinnerdependi 
on  having  troth  adapted  to  bis  state.  Until  Christians  give 
up  entirely  the  idea  of  a  pbyaical  religion,  and  understand  that 
sanctification  is  by  the  troth,  the  church  never  will  go  along. 
There  has  been  an  oversight  on  this  subject,  in  many  protract¬ 


ed  meetings,  where  almost  all  the  preaching  has  been  aimed 
fur  the  conversiun  of  sinners.  In  such  meetings,  at  least  half 
the  preaching  should  be  to  the  church.  And  it  should  lie  adapt¬ 
ed  to  their  slate.  The  church  must  be  preached  to,  where  they 
are,  just  as  sinners  must  be  preached  to  where  they  are. 

8.  See  why  revivals  cease. 

When  there  is  a  revival,  and  Christiana  are  awake,  and  get 
to  a  certain  point,  and  then  are  carried  no  farther,  the  revival 
will  cease  of  course.  If  the  church  is  kept  advancing,  the  re¬ 
vival  wilt  not  cease.  If  the  instructions  given,  and  the  meas¬ 
ures  pursued,  keep  the  church  going  ahead,  and  the  young 
converts  growing  in  grace,  the  revival  will  goon.  I.,et  the 
minister  keep  pouring  in  the  troth  where  they  arc,  let  him 
know  fully,  from  time  to  time,  the  slate  of  the  church,  and 
find  out  just  what  they  need,  and  treat  them  thoroughly,  and 
not  suffer  them  to  stand  still  for  the  want  of  being  searched, 
and  probed,  and  urged  along  in  their  course,  and  the  revival 
may  gain  strength  and  power  all  the  time.  If  the  means  could 
be  made  to  bear  upon  the  church,  and  upon  the  young  con- 
varts,  to  keep  them  out  of  the  way  of  sinners,  and  to  keep  them 
continually  advancing  in  holiness,  the  revival  would  never 
cease. 

O,  brethren,  I  wish  you  had  patience,  and  I  had  strength 
enough  logo  on  farther.  There  are  so  many  pointa  I  wished 
to  dwell  upon  before  I  closed  this  important  subject.  But  if 
the  Lord  spares  my  life,  I  hope  to  have  another  opportunity  ot 
bringing  them  before  you,  when  I  return  to  the  city  in  the  fall.

New-Yobk  Minietebs. — A  great  shaking  seems  to  have 
come  upon  the  churches  in  this  city  the  present  year.  During 
the  winter.  Dr.  M’Auley,  Dr.  M’Murray,  Dr.  Hawkes,  Mr. 
Dubois  and  Mr.  Carroll  of  Brooklyn,  have  been  compelled  to 
take  voyages  by  sea  on  account  of  ill  health.  Dr.  Lansing 
has  been  chiefly  disabled  by  the  same  cause.  And  now  num¬ 
bers  have  removed.  Mr.  E.  W.  Baldwin  goea  to  Wabash  Col¬ 
lege,  Indiana,  and  his  church  have  called  Rev.  Mr.Condit,  of 
Long  Meadow,  Mass.  Mr.  Norton’s  place  is  not  supplied. — 
Last  Sabbath,  farewell  discourses  were  preached  by  Drs.  Lan¬ 
sing  and  Cox,  and  Mr.  Helffeostein.  The  Free  church  in  Dey 
street,  recently  supplied  by  Mr.  H.  have  qalled  Rev.  E.  P.  Bar- 
rows.  Dr.  Lansing’s  continued  ill  health  has  at  length  con¬ 
strained  him  to  abandon  the  work  of  the  ministry  for  the  pre¬ 
sent,  and  he  has  retired  with  his  family  to  a  farm  in  Auburn. 
Neither  his  place  nor  that  of  Dr.  Cox  is  supplied.  Dr.  C.  in 
taking  leave  of  his  congregation,  occupied  both  parts  of  the 
day  with  a  recapitulation  ofhis  manner  oflife  and  labor  among 
them,  and  such  remarks  asjwere  appropriate  to  the  occasion. 
The  whole  was  highly  impressive.  On  Monday,  he  left  the 
city  with  his  family  for  Auburn,  to  enter  upon  his  duties  as 
professor  ofSacred  Rhetoric  in  the  Theological  Seminary  there. 
The  loss  to  out  city,  our  churches,  our  ministerial  circle,  and 
to  our  public  institutions  of  benevolence,  cannot  be  made  good. 
We  are  mortified  to  learn  that  he  was  not  permitted  to  depart 
without  another  specimen  of  the  “  spirit  of  the  times.”  On 
arriving  at  the  landing  a  crow’d  assembled  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  him  a  malediction.  The  mayor  and  several  police  of¬ 
ficers  soon  made  their  appearance,  and  the  Dr.  embarked  with 
his  family  unmolested. 


A  TENT  WANTED  FOR  PREACHING. 

Dear  Brother  Leavitt — In  the  Evangelist  of  Dec.  13th  you 
published  a  speech  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gallalier  of  Cincinnati, 
on  Home  Missions,  which  you  introduce  by  saying,  “  Will 
not  the  brethren  in  the  Great  Valley  be  prepared  curly  the 
next  season  to  try  the  experiment  of  the  Great  Tent." 

To  this  question  I  wish  briefly  to  reply  on  behalf  of  the 
presbytery  of  Ottawa.  It  is  just  such  an  exiJcrimcnt  as  we 
long  to  make.  The  settlements  in  Cooke,  La  Salle,  and 
Putnam  counties  are  quite  numerous,  and  new  ones  are  form¬ 
ing  continually.  But  in  those  three  counties  I  know  of  but 
three  bouses  built  for  public  worship.  In  addition  to  these 
there  are  perhaps  three  or  four  scho<il  houses,  which  are  used 
for  this  purpose.  In  the  other  settlements  the  people  assemble 
in  private  houses — tlwse  are  small  log  cabins,  and  very  in¬ 
convenient,  both  for  minister  and  people.  The  last  year 
there  were  many  pl.^ces  where  it  was  desirable  to  hold  pro¬ 
tracted  meetings,  and  where  the  people  would  have  rejoiced 
in  the  privilege.  But  lltere  was  no  place  where  the  meeting 
could  be  held,  so  as  to  bring  half  the  population  within  the 
sound  of  the  gospel.  And  there  are  no  such  places  now — 


RESULT  OK  COUNCIL  IN  HINSDALE,  N.  H. 

There  are  many  considerations  which  satisfy  us  that  these  mini*, 
ters  in  New-England,  who  aro  perpetually  sighing  for  “the  good 
old  times  when  I  was  young,”  do  not  inquire  wisely  concerniog  the 
matter.  One  is,  the  present  condition  of  many  and  many  a 
church,  which  ten,  twenty  or  thirty  years  ago,  was  under  ilsoxistiag 
ministry,  gradually  crumbling  to  decay,  or  by  the  death  or  removal 
of  an  unprofitable  pastor  left  as  a  “  waste  place  of  Zion.”  The 
manner  in  which  such  a  large  number  of  these  fields  have  been  co¬ 
vered  under  the  new  measures  of  modern  times,  is  quite  instrucuve. 
In  no  place  within  our  acquaintance  was  the  decay  moie  coiaplat* 
than  in  Hinsdale,  N.  H.  Some  years  ago  when  we  visited  some 
of  our  kindred  according  to  the  flesh,  the  dilapidation  was  complete. 
There  had  been  no  pastor  for  about  20  years,  the  church  was  re- 
duded  to  15  members,  only  8  males,  and  in  the  whole  town,  so  far 
as  we  recollect,  there  was  net  the  firm  of  public  worship,  by  any 
Christian  denomination.  A  few  years  after,  a  pious  female,  tired 
of  the  long  famine,  formed,  in  dependence  on  God,  the  settled  pur¬ 
pose  of  obtaining  a  pastor.  A  kind  providence  sent  them  the  Rev. 
Eliphalet  Strong,  who  in  three  years  has  been  permitted  to  recruit 
the  almost  extinct  church  by  gathering  in  41  members,  19  of  whom 
wore  baptized.  We  regret  to  learn  that  events  have  broken  up  the 
prosperity  of  this  little  church.  A  “  Result  of  Council”  has  been 
forwarded  to  us  with  a  request  that  wo  would  publish  it,  inasmuch 
as  the  Evangelist  is  stated  to  be  almost  the  only  religious  paper  that 
circulates  in  the  place.  We  think,  however,  that  the  ends  of  jus¬ 
tice  will  be  answered  by  staling  that  the  Council,  com|>oscd  of  Rev. 
Bancroft  Fowler,  Z.  S.  Barstow,  Charles  Walker,  J.  L.  Stark, 
and  F.  Daiiforth,  with  delegates,  investigated  Iwocharges,  affecting 
the  moral  character  of  Mr.  Strong;  undue  severity  in  chastising  a 
colored  girl,  and  stealing  a  buffalo  skin  at  Brattleborough ;  both  of 
which  the  Council  pronounce  wholly  false  and  slanderous.  The  first 
they  say,  “  originated  in  a  malignant  opposition  to  evangelical  Irulli,” 
and  “  fanned  by  the  breath  of  prejudice,  jealousy  and  slander.”  The 
exchange  of  buffalo  skins  was  made  at  the  request  of  the  former 
owner  of  that  which  Mr.  S.  was  said  to  have  stolen,  as  was  shown 
by  his  certificate.  At  the  settlement  ofMr.  Strang,  it  was  provided 
that  either  |»arty  might  dissolve  the  contract  by  giving  ibi  ee  months’ 
notice.  Mr.  S.  had  given  this  notice,  and  for  that  reason,  and  in 
view  of  the  “  state  of  things  in  Hinsdale,”  the  Council  thought  liaat 
to  dismiss;  and  giving  it  as  their  judgment,  decidedly,  that  such 
c.uiditions  ought  not  to  be  introduced  into  the  terms  of  a  minister’s 
settlement.”  The  Council  recommend  Mr.  Strung  “  as  an  approv¬ 
ed  and  faithful  minister  of  the  New  Testament,”  and  “  applaud”  the 
conduct  of  the  church  “  in  standing  by  their  Pastor  in  the  hour  of 
perplexity.” 

Act  a.nd  Testimony  in  N.  C.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Fay¬ 
etteville  Presbytery  at  Buffalo,  N.  C.  the  moderator,  Rev.  C. 
M’lver,  left  the  chair  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  and  urg¬ 
ing  the  “  .Act  and  Testimony.”  Rev.  Thomas  P.  Hunt  moved 
the  following  substitute,  which  prevailed,  12  to  TWO!  The 
nays  were  Messrs.  A.  Morrison  and  J.  Alford.  This  shows 
us  the  state  of  feeling  in  North  Carolina. 

1.  Resolved,  That  this  Presbytery  ever  stand  pledged  to 
support  the  doctrines  and  government  of  the  Presbyterian 
church,  as  setforth  in  her  Confession  of  Faith. 

2.  Resolved,  That  wc  know  of  none  of  our  members  having 
the  least  leaning  towards  the  errors  of  doctrine  set  forth  in  the 
“  Act  and  Testimony ;”  and,  if  we  knew  any  such,  we  should 
hold  ourselves  bound,  after  having  pursued  the  scriptural  di¬ 
rection  for  their  reformation,  to  give  them  a  fa'r,  candid,  and 
impartial  trial,  before  we  treat  them  as  unworthy  of  the  cour¬ 
tesy  and  respect  due  to  brethren,  or  publish  to  the  world,  that 
we  believe  them  to  he  recreant  and  false  to  their  ordination 
vows. 

3.  Resolved,  That,  whereas  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  church  is  composed  of  our  brethren,  whom  wc 
love,  and  in  whom  we  have  confidence,  we  do  not  see  the  ne¬ 
cessity,  nor  admit  the  propriety,  of  any  eflort  being  made,  to 
produce  distruat  and  disaffection  towards  it,  or  any  other  judi¬ 
catory  of  our  church.  VVe,  therefore,  recommend  to  our  mem¬ 
bers,  and  the  churches  under  our  care,  to  avoid  any  connexion 
with  the  convention,  recommended  by  said  “  Act  and  Testi¬ 
mony,”  to  be  held  in  Pittsburg. 

4.  Resolved,  That  this  Presbytery  cordially  agree  with  the 
last  General  .Assembly,  in  discountenancing  and  condemning 
the  formation  of  judicatories,  on  the  principle  of  elective  affin¬ 
ity  of  doctrine;  and,  in  consistency  with  this  agreement,  can 
have  no  association  with  the  contemplated  convention  at  Pitts¬ 
burg,  which  is  to  be  entirely  formed  on  such  affinity,  as  ex¬ 
cludes  brethren,  accused,  and  the  church  condemned,  from 
having  a  heating,  or  any  lot  or  part  in  its  proceedings. 

WESTERN  RESERVE  COLLEGE. 

Our  readers  will  recollect  that  some  weeks  ago  we  published 
a  letter  from  President  Pierce,  appealing  to  the  liberality  of 
New-Y ork  for  further  funds  in  aid  of  that  College.  Since  that 
time,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Coe,  the  agent  of  the  College,  has  visited 
our  aity,  and  in  a  respectful  note  requested  us  again  “  to  speak 
of  the  institution,  and  recommend  it  to  public  patronage.”  We 
hence  take  occasion  to  call  the  attention  of  the  trustees  and 
agents  to  the  following  statement  respecting  their  institution 
in  the  Afncan  Repository,  the  ofilcial  organ  of  the  Am.  Col. 
Soc.  for  October,  1833.  In  referring  to  the  fact  that  some  years 
ago.  President  Storrs,  and  Professor  Beriah  Green  andElizur 
Wright,  Jr.  became  the  advocates  of  immediate  abolition,  the 
editor  of  the  Repository  says  : 

“The  trustees,  who  had  not  supposed  that  these  gentlemen 
would  pervert  their  connection  with  the  College  to  the  purpose 
of  introducing  that  distracting  question  within  its  walls,  on 
finding  the  error  of  this  reasonable  calculation,  first  adopted 
sach  mild  measures,  as  it  was  supposed  would  deter  Ahem  from 
going  farther  out  of  the  time  of  their  academic  vacation  ;  but 
finding  such  measures  to  be  ineffectual,  intimated  to  them  that 
their  Toluntary  retirement  from  o^e  tooutd  prevent  a  ■painful 
resort  on  the  part  of  the  Board,  to  a  harsher  alternative.” 

In  plain,  undiplomatic  English,  Messrs.  Storrs,  Green  and 
W’right  were  told  by  the  trustees  that  unless  they  would  re¬ 
sign  they  should  be  turned  out.  And  this  solely  because  they 
were  abolitionists,  and  had  made  most  of  the  students  such. — 
In  the  Repository  for  January,  is  a  letter  from  Prof.  Green,  de¬ 
claring  this  statement  to  be  “utterly  false.”  The  editor,  how¬ 
ever,  by  no  means  admits  it  to  be  false,  but  merely  avers  that 

for  what  wesaid  we  hadffie  best  authority.”  The  trustees, 
so  far  as  we  are  informed,  have  never  given  any  explanation 
of  the  matter,  and  our  object  in  now  bringing  it  forward  is 
simply  to  ask  for  an  explanation. 

1.  Do  the  trustees  wish  the  public  generally  to  understand 
that  the  statement  is  true?  'Phis is  reasonably  inferred  from 
their  silence. 

2.  Is  it  true?  Or  is  it  as  Mr.  Green  says,  “false”? 

3.  If  false,  who  told  the  falsehood  ? 

If  the  trustees  do  not  now  wish  to  have  it  considered  true, 

how  long  have  they  been  of  this  mind?

And  yet  even  he  is  compelled  to  do  homage 
to  the  Christian  religion.  He  knows  that  his  slave  is  a  better 
man  for  being  a  Christian ;  he  will  pay  more  for  him,  and  can 
sell  him  at  a  higher  price.

a  few  verjr  respected  men  to  Temperance  Sooietias  ?  Are  not 
alcohol  and  tobacco  twin  demona,  who  must  be  cut  out  to¬ 
gether?  Are  not  the  theatre  and  the  brothel  ao  united  with 
them  by  “elective  afiinity,”  that  all  must  swept  away?— 
Must  not  the  friends  of  temperance  prepare  for  a  sterner  conflict 
with  all  these  and  other  forma  of  aensuality ;  leagunl  aa  they 
are  by  common  interests;  boundu  they  are  by  theume  cords 
to  the  car  of  the  destroyer.

Stuast’s  Hebbew  Gbammab.— F\/iCA  fidifion.— Profes¬ 
sor  Stuart  of  Andover  is  the  father  of  modem  Hebrew  learn¬ 
ing  in  this  country,  and  has  probably  done  more  to  promote  it 
and  to  make  it  rational  and  thorough  than  any  other  man. — 
When  he  commenced  his  labors  at  Andover,  the  Unitarians  of  | 
Boston  and  Cambridge  were  enjoying  great  eclat  from  their 
alleged  superiority  in  Biblical  Literature.  But  we  have  long 
ceased  to  hear  the  reproach  that  orthodoxy  dreaded  the  exani- 
inaiion  of  the  original  tongues,  or  of  ancient  Mss. 

Aa  to  the  Hebrew  Grammar  before  us,  we  confess  incom¬ 
petency  to  judge  of  its  value,  either  by  itself  or  by  a  compari¬ 
son  with  others.  The  little  that  we  do  know,  inclines  us  to 
lielieve  that  the  fallowing  remarks,  coming  from  so  ripe  a 
scholar  and  so  experienced  a  teacher,  are  entitled  to  great  con¬ 
sideration  in  this  day  of  abridgements,  compilations,  and  short 
cuts  to  learning. 

The  author  has  often  been  asked,  whether  he  intended  to 
publish  an  abridged  form  of  this  Grammar.  As  a  friend  to 
the  radical  study  of  the  Hebrew,  he  must  answer  in  the  nega¬ 
tive.  The  phenomena  of  the  Hebrew  language  he  is  not  ule 
to  state  in  a  shorter  compass  than  he  has  done,  and  make  them 
explicit  and  intelligible  to  learnera.  Any  Grammar  that  pro¬ 
fesses  to  do  so,  must  either  be  obscure,  or  leave  many  of  the 
phenomena  of  the  language  untouchea.  Of  what  ultimate 
and  solid  use  can  the  study  of  Hebiew  be,  when  one  half,  or 
any  considerable  proportion,  of  forms  and  idioms  are  left  un¬ 
noticed  ?  'Fhose  who  wish  a  “  royal  road”  to  the  Hebrew, 
may  publish  such  grammars  or  study  them,  if  they  are  con¬ 
tent  to  acquire  the  name  of  Hebrew  scholars  without  the  real¬ 
ity.  More  than  this  cannot  be  acquired,  while  a  considerable 
part  of  forms  and  idioms  are  unnoticed  and  unknown. 


New  ENGLiND  AND  HER  INSTITUTIONS.  By  oiie  of  her 
sons.  Boston,  published  by  John  Allen  &  Co.  New  Eng¬ 
land  h^  many  “  institutions,”  and  many  “  sons”  too,  of 
which  she  Kas  no  reason  to  be  ashamed,  and  for  which  she 
may  well  bless  God.  We  judge  that  the  pictures  in  the 
pleasant  little  book  before  ns  arc  mainly  drawn  from  Mas¬ 
sachusetts,  and  her  daughter,  Maine.  The  12  chapters  of  the 
work  are  entitled.  The  Farmer,  Ecclesiastical  Organization, 
The  Church,  The  Revival,  Slavery,  The  Insurrection, 
Thanksgiving,  College  Life,  Traveling,  The  Traveler’s 
Home,  The  Irishman  in  New  England,  Conclusion.  Some 
of  the  chapters  will  be  remembered  as  having  already  ap- 
()cared  in  Abbott’s  Magazine.  The  chapter  on  Slavery  is 
quite  a  fair  and  candid  in  estimate  of  the  relative  position  and 
comparative  prospects  of  the  Colonization  and  Anti-Slavery 
Societies.  It  was  prob.tbly  written  some  months  ago,  and 
hence  the  estimate  of  the  remaining  influence  of  colonization 
in  New  England,  is  entirely  beyond  the  jiresent  state  of 
tWngs.  “  The  Irishman,”  although  good  humored,  is  a  cari¬ 
cature,  and  coming  from  a  religious  man,  is  felt  deeply  by 
many.  We  do  not  believe  that  American  liberty  is  so 
much  in  danger  from  Irishmen,  as  from  a  jealousy  towards 
Irishmen,  which  compels  them  to  act  clannitMy,  in  self-de¬ 
fense.  We  do  not  mean  the  weight  of  this  censure  for  the 
liook  before  us,  although  we  think  the.  author  has  quite  unin¬ 
tentionally  given  some  countenance  tf -  the  too  popular  feeling 
.'igainst  “  these  Irish.”  Let  us  meet  them  with  the  welcome 
of  freemen,  and  try  to  do  them  good,  as  brethren  and  fellow 
citizens,  standing  on  the  same  ground  and  having  the  same 
rights  and  privileges  with  ourselves,  and  these  Irishmen  will 
soon  make  excellent  Yankees. 

The  Child’s  Book  on  the  Sabbath.  By  the  Rev.  H. 
Hooker.  Published  by  Leavitt,  Lord  &  Co.  180  Broadway, 
New- York.  We  have  rend  this  book  witli  much  satisfac¬ 
tion,  and  regard  it  as  well  adapted  to  its  professed  design,  as 
stated  in  the  preface,  “  to  employ  such  language  and  modes 
of  illustration  as  shall  render  the  subject  not  only  intelligible 
but  interesting  to  the  young.”  We  approve  of  the  sugges¬ 
tion  that  parents  should  make  a  chapter  of  this  book  the 
ground  work  of  a  short  exercise  with  their  children,  after 
meeting  on  llie  Sabbath.  We  might  object  to  two  or  three 
little  things.  On  p.  22  one  of  the  children  is  made  to  say, 
“  I  should  not  know  how  to  live  without  meat  very  long,” 
an  expression  that  we  do  not  think  quite  natural,  and  bc' 
sides  implying,  what  many  learned  men  regard  as  untrue, 
that  animal  food  is  necessary  to  man.  On  p.  194,  shaking 
of  children  whom  he  had  seen  laughing  and  playing  during 
social  worship,  he  says,  “  I  feared,  every  moment,  they 
would  lie  struck  dead.”  We  do  not  think  there  are  well  au¬ 
thenticated  facts  in  modern  times,  which  rationally  warrant 
a  fear  that  God  will  perform  a  miracle  to  destroy  boys  who 
are  playing  at  meeting.

NEW-YORK  LEGISLATURE. 

THE  BEES  qUESTIOir, 

By  one  of  the  novelties  of  modern  times,  the  “  Beer  Question” 
has  been  brought  up  for  grave  inquiry  and  discussion  before  the  le¬ 
gislature  of  our  “  empire  state.”  It  seems  the  Albany  Browers, 
doubtful  of  the  issue  of  their  f 300,000  suits  against  E,  C.  Delevan, 
have  formed  a  plan  by  which  they  doubtless  hoped  to  get  a  white¬ 
washing  committee  to  certify  that  Albany  Ale  ia  not  made  of  filthy 
water,  and  that  strong  beer  isnot  poison.  In  the  Senate,  Thursday, 
April  2,  a  petition  woe  presented  by  Mr.  Kimble,  of  Troy,  from 
the  brewersof  New-York,  Albany,  and  Poughkeepsie,  fur  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  a  committee  to  inrestigate  the  procemof  making  buer. 
Mr.  K.  moved  its  reference  to  a  special  committee.  He  lakl : 

This  request  was  certainly  not  unreasonable.  It  was  a  subject 
of  general  interest— one  in  which  a  vast  proportion  of  the  public 
were  interested.  It  is  estimated  that  more  than  three  millions  of 
the  people  of  this  country  are  in  its  doily  use.  A  broad  charge  has 
gone  forth  against  the  article.  It  is  procloinuKl  to  contain  poison ; 
and  these  manufac'urers  now  come  before  the  legislature,  to  seek 
■he  appointment  of  a  committee,  before  whom  they  will  appear,  to 
show  whether  they  sell  poison  or  not  This  is  oU  they  ask ;  and 
certainly  tho  request  is  reasonable. 

Mr.  Young  thought  the  reference  of  the  subject  would  amount  to 
nothing.  If  there  are  brewers  guilty  of  tbe  charge  of  using  poison¬ 
ous  drugs,  they  will  not  make  tneir  appearance  before  the  commit¬ 
tee — they  will  ^  sure  to  keep  back.  It  will  only  be  those  who  are 
innocent  who  will  come.  If  there  were  not  sufficient  laws  now  to 
detect  and  punish  those  wlio  put  poison  in  articles  which  they  raan- 
ufacure  to  eat  and  drink,  this  application  would  be  well  enough,  but 
now  that  there  are  laws  to  meet  these  cases  fully,  it  was  useless — 
and  he  believed  it  would  all  amount  to  nothing.  If  this  charge 
against  the  brewers  is  a  mere  slander,  the  public  will  find  it  out. 

After  debate,  the  subject  was  laid  on  the  table.  On  Saturday, 
however,  the  temperance  felks  petitioned  for  an  investigation. 

Mr.  Tracy  was  ignorant  why  the  legislature  were  called  upon  to 
do  what  the  individuals  themselves  could  as  well  do,  and  had  done. 
If  be  could  believe  any  good  could  grow  out  of  it — if  he  supposed 
our  action  would  stop  tbe  mouths  of  either  party  in  this  controversy, 
he  would  vote  for  tbe  reference ;  but  he  thought  that  of  all  things, 
that  would  most  tend  to  promote  and  extend  tho  excitement  on  this 
subject. 

'The  subject  was  finally  referred  to  tbe  Senators  of  the  Sd  Dis¬ 
trict,  by  the  casting  vote  of  the  President. 

Fkidav,  April  17. — In  Senate,  to-day,  Mr.  Edmonds,  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  petitions  asking  for 
an  investigation  into  the  roods  of  manufacturing  beer,  remaroed, 
that  the  committee  found  themselves  unable  to  pursue  satisfactorily 
and  usefully,  the  investigation,  unless  they  were  clothed  with  power 
to  send  for  persons  and  papers.  After  some  discussion,  the  question 
was  taken,  and  lost — ayes  10,  no<-8  16. 

Thus  ends  the  humbug  of  investigation.  Beer  won’t  bear  it. 
the  judiciary. 

On  Saturday  last,  the  House  of  Assembly  passed  to  a  third  read¬ 
ing  an  important  bill  for  amending  the  state  constitution  relative  to 
the  judiciary  system.  We  have  always  regarded  it  as  a  grand  de¬ 
fect  in  our  state  constitution  that  its  provisions  and  restrictions  are 
so  numerous,  rendering  it  necessary  to  go  through  all  the  forms  of 
an  amendment  for  so  many  changes  which  might  with  perfect  safety 
be  left  to  the  legislature.  But  since  it  is  so,  we  rejoice  in  almost  any 
plan  for  amending  our  judiciary  system.  The  plan  now  under  fa¬ 
vorable  consideration  is  in  substance  as  follows : 

First — There  shall  be  two  additional  justices  ofthe  supreme  court, 
Second — There  shall  be  a  superior  court  of  the  state  of  New- 
York,  to  consist  of  a  chief  justice,  and  four  justices,  a  majority  of 
whom  may  hold  the  court.  The  said  justices  shsll  hold  their  offices 
by  the  same  tenure  as  justices  of  the  supreme  court,  and  shall  be 
members  of  the  court  for  the  trial  of  impeachments  and  the  correc¬ 
tion  of  errors.  When  a  wi  it  of  error  shall  be  brought  on  a  judg¬ 
ment  of  the  superior  court  the  justices  of  that  court  shall  assign  the 
reasons  for  their  judgment,  but  shall  net  have  a  voice  for  its  affirm¬ 
ance  or  reversal.  The  supreme  and  superior  courts  andthejusiices 
thereof  shall  possess  co-ordinate  jurisdiction  and  powers  in  all  ca¬ 
ses,  except  that  the  superior  court  shall  not  have  jurisdiction  in  ca¬ 
ses  of  quo  warranto,  mandamus  or  prohibition,  or  on  writs  of  certio¬ 
rari  and  of  error  in  criminal  cases,  and  shall  have  exclusivejurisdic- 
lion  on  writs  of  error  to  courts  of  common  pleas.  The  justice  ofthe 
supreme  and  superior  courts,  any  or  either  of  them,  may  preside  in 
courts  of  oyer  and  terminer  and  jail  delivery,  and  may  hold  circuit 
courts  for  the  trial  of  all  issues  «f  fact, whether  joined  in  the  supreme 
or  superior  court.  The  seventh  section  ofthe  mth  aiticio  eflhe  con¬ 
stitution  shall  apply  to  justices  of  the  superior  court.  The  office  of 
circuit  judge  shall  be  abolished  on  the  first  day  of  May,  1836.  So 
much  of  the  conatiuition  as  is  inconsistent  witii  these  provisions,  is 
hereby  annulled.

[This  withdraws  the  whole  missionary  force  from  the  colo¬ 
ny,  except  Gov.  Pinney,  whose  cares  qf  state  must  leave  him 
but  little  time  or  strength  to  promote  the  salvation  of  souls  in 
the  colony,  and  still  less  to  carry  the  gospel  among  the  na¬ 
tives.— Ed.  Evan.] 

Mr.  Russwurm 
has  relinquished  the  Editorial  charge  of  tbs  Herald,  which  is 
now  conducted  by  Mr.  H.  Teage.  The  temperance  cause  is 
now  the  subject  of  earnest  discussion  in  the  colony. 

,  -The  Rev.  Mr.  Pinny  was  in  good  heafth— so  were  the  colo¬ 
nists  generally.  Messrs.  Williams,  Whitehouse  and  Johnson 
had  departed  from  Monrovia,  on  a  mission  to  King  ^atswam, 
for  the  purpose  of  settling  the  boundary  line. 

The  West  India  Q,VT.srioif—StitlunsetUed.~lt  is  well  known 
that  the  more  principled  and  zealous  portion  of  British  Abolitionists 
were  never  satixfied  with  tlio  manner  in  which  slavery  was  abol- 
ishod— particularly  the  apprenticeship  system.  They  always  an¬ 
ticipated  that  it  would  work  badly  to  attempt  to  coerce  uncumpen- 
sated  labor  after  the  right  of  self-employment  was  conceded.  In 
practice  it  has  proved  worse  than  their  fears,  while  Uiose  islands 
which  have  adopted  immediate  and  unconditional  emancipation 
have  been  greatly  prospered.  The  London  Chrisiian  Advocate, 
a  leading  “  Reform”  paper  intimates  that  the  question  of  abolish¬ 
ing  tho  apprenticeship  system  is  now  to  be  agitated,  and  wo  trust 
it  will  be  accomplished.  Says  the  Advocate — 

If,  during  the  colonial  controversy,  we  had  been  actuated  by  any 
selfish  feeling,  whether  of  vanity  or  interest,  as  some  men  who 
ought  to  know  better  have  falsely  and  maliciously  imputed  to  us, 
we  should  be  inclined  to  rejoice  at  the  information  which  we  have 
received  by  the  lost  lutcket,  of  the  melancholy  stale  of  things  in  the 
West  Indies.  From  tlie  first,  we  predicted  the  total  inefficacy  of 
Mr.  Stanley’s  bill ;  we  pointed  out  us  absurdities,  its  incongruities, 
its  wickedness,  in  every  stage  of  its  passage  Uirough  Parliament.— 
We  remonstrated  against  the  easy  yielding  of  Whig  Abolitionists, 
to  a  measure  that  fell  so  far  sliort  of  the  just  expectations  ofthe  pub¬ 
lic  :  on  the  part  of  the  anti-alsvery  body,  we  disavowed  and  repudi- 
aled  it :  and  what  was  the  consequence?  We  got  involved  in  per¬ 
sonal  disputes  with  our  coadjutors,  who  aflected  to  say,  that,  b^n 
intemperate  zeal,  we  endangered  even  that  partial  success,  in 
which  they  have  since  fondly Tiugged  themselves.  Now  see  bow 
matters  have  turned  out !  Lord  Sligo  and  the  House  of  Assembly 
are  quarreling  with  each  other,  about  the  insufficiency  ofthe  ma¬ 
gisterial  appointments ;  the  planters  and  the  apprentices  ore  in  like 
manner  quarreling  about  tho  labor,  the  time,  and  the  wages;  and 
we  hear  it  whispered,  that,  in  other  islands,  tiicks  of  all  kinds  ore 
adopted,  to  disguit  the  stipendiary  magistracy  with  their  duliei ; 
to  exact  the  hours  of  Ubor  limited  by  the  Act,  as  may  be  most  con¬ 
venient  to  the  planter,  without  reference  to  the  relaxation  or  con¬ 
venience  of  the  apprentice ;  and  to  relieve  the  master  from  the  bur¬ 
den  of  maintaining  helpless  infancy  or  infirm  old  age. 

Meanwhile,  Colonial  acts  are  passed,  and  nofeidy  knows  their 
provisions ;  Colonial  packets  arrive,  and  find  new  secretaries  in 
office  since  they  sailed ;  and  all  seems  going  on  the  high  road  to 
confusion  and  ruin !  These  are  strong  allegations ;  we  can  only 
say  that  they  are  borne  out  by  the  complexion  of  the  Colonial  in¬ 
telligence.  We  are  so  much  accustomed  to  the  falsehood  of  the 
party,  that  we  do  not  pi  iCe  implicit  reliance  upon  the  evidence  given 
^fore  the  Committee  of  Inquiry  of  the  House  of  Assembly ;  but 
still  that  evidence  tallies  so  wsll  with  private  rumor,  that  we  can¬ 
not  reject  it  as  wholly  without  foundation.  The  qnarrels  between 
Lord  Sligo  and  the  House  are  established  beyond  dispute  by  the 
insolent  resolutions  of  the  latter.  When  Parliament  meets,  we 
trust  that  we  shall  immediately  have  laid  upon  iu  Ubie,  official 
documents  that  will  satisfactorily  exhibit  the  real  working  ofthe  bill. 
Meanwhile,  we  implore  those  who  have  the  matter  at  heart,  to  be 
prepared  ftir  another  and  an  arduous  conflict.  If  enl  a'ises,  those 
who  accepted  half  when  they  ought  to  have  dem^inded  all,  and  when 
the  country  sustained  them  in  the  demand,  are  awfully  responsible 
for  it.  It  is  peculiarly  incumbent  on  them  now  to  avoid  tho  error 
which  they  heretofore  committed,  and  to  insist  upon  total  and  im¬ 
mediate  emancipation  as  the  only  remedy  for  the  mischief  which  we 
hftT®  too  much  rcMoo  to  war  the  plan  of  appronuco^htp  baa  ooca~ 
iioned.

CANAAN, 

OB  TBI  BOLY  LAUD. 

Length  161  miles,  betweea  31"  aad  34" 
N.  Latitode.  Breadth  87  miles,  betweaa 
36"  and  36"  E.  Longitude. 

Boundaries.— Th\s  tract  of  country  lies 
between  the  Mediterranean^  or  Great  Sea, 
and  the  mountains  of  Arabia,  and  extends 
from  Elgypi  ‘o  Phoenicia.  It  has  the  Med¬ 
iterranean  Sea  on  the  west ;  Lebanon  and 
Syria  on  the  north ;  Arabia  Deserta,  and 
the  land  of  the  Ammonites,  Moabites,  and 
Midiaoites,  on  the  east ;  the  river  of  Efvpt, 
(supposed  to  be,  not  the  Nile,  but  Sinor, 
Josh.  xiii.  3,  Jer.  ii.  lA)  the  Desert  of  Zia. 
the  southern  shore  of  the  Dead  Sea,  and 
the  river  Arnon  on  the  south ;  and  Egypt 
oa  the  south-west.  Near  the  mountains 
of  Lebanon  stood  the  city  of  Dan,  and 
near  the  southein  extremity  of  the  land 
Beersheba ;  hence  in  the  sacred  writings 
we  frequently  meet  with  the  expressioD, 
jfrom  Dan  to  Beersheba^  in  order  to  de¬ 
note  the  whole  length  of  the  land  of  Israel. 

The  real  boundary  of  the  Holy  Land, 
however,  on  the  western  side,  did  not  con¬ 
tinue  eo  distinct  and  simple  in  the  suc¬ 
ceeding  periods  as  the  law  would  have 
BMde^  bsNBause  the  Israelites  desisted 
firom  expelling  the  Philistines  and  Ca- 
aanaites.  David  first  fully  executed  what

and  yet  it  would  appear  that  he  had  rather 
subdued  than  exterminated  these  strange 
nations. 

Divisions. — This  country  has  been  dif¬ 
ferently  divided  at  different  times.  The 
following  arc  its  principal  divisions. 

I.  Joshua,  upon  the  conquest  of  the  land, 
divided  it  into  twelve  parts,  which  were 
distributed  amo^  the  twelve  tribes  by  lot, 
according  to  their  families :  so  that  in  this 
division  every  uibe  and  every  family  re¬ 
ceived  their  lot  and  share  by  theooseives, 
distinct  from  all  the  other  triWs. 

II.  The  next  considerable  division  of 
the  land  was  made  by  Solomon,  who  di¬ 
vided  bis  kingdom  into  twelve  provinces 
or  districts,  each  under  a  peculiar  officer, 
the  names  of  which,  with  the  cantons  over 
which  they  presided,  are  recorded  in  1 
Kings,  7—19. 

III.  Upon  the  accession  of  Rehoboam 
to  the  throne  of  his  father  Solomon,  the 
ten  tribes  revolted  from  him^  and  erected 
themselves  into  a  separate  kingdom  under 
Jeroboam,  called  the  Kingdom  of  Israel. 
While  the  tribes  of  Benjamin  and  Judah, 
continuing  faithful  to  Rehoboam,  fortned 
the  Kingdom  of  Judah.  This  kingdom 
contained  all  the  southern  parts  of  the 
land. 

IV.  After  this  period,  the  Holy  Land 
fell  into  the  hands  of  the  Babylonians,  t^ 
Greeks,  the  Syrians,  and  the  Romans.  It 
was  in  possession  of  the  last  miwal^sd 
people  at  the  time  of  our  SarioPs  Incar¬ 
nation,  and  was  divided  into  five  distinct 
provinces,  three  on  the  west  side  and  two 
in  the  country  beyond  Jordan,  viz. :  Gfel- 
ilee,  Samaria.
